Making Our Town More At- 
tractive. 


What can children who have no 
money to spend, do to make the town 
more attractive? Here are three ways 
in which every child can help. 

We must not throw paper, fruit-skins, 
nutshells, or rubbish of any kind upon 
the streets. Those things belong in 
the rubbish barrels. 

The city of Dresden, like most of 
the German cities, has most beautifully 
kept streets. No one throws about 
paper, fruit-skins, or rubbish of any 
kind. This is against the law, and in 
Germany, men, women and children are 
most obedient to the public statutes. 

One day an American lady was, walk- 
ing in Dresden. A rod or so ahead 
strode a policeman, large, dignified and 
beautifully uniformed. Suddenly he 
halted and threw up his hands in horror. 

The American hastened to his side. 
He had discovered upon the sidewalk a 
bit of paper the size of a postage stamp. 
Then, with the light official stick he 
carried, he dug a small hole and buried 
the offending scrap. from sight. 

As the lady passed on, she found her- 
self wishing that the children in America 
could have taken a lesson from that 
little scene. And how would the poor 
policeman have felt, could he suddenly 
have been transported to our main street 
on a windy day? 

Another way in. which we can help is 
not to deface things. We must not 
mark with a pencil, cut with a knife, 
or scratch matches upon any public 
building or statue. 

The vestibule and stairway of the 
Boston Public Library are of polished 
yellow marble, of a most lovely color. 
A man struck a match upon the marble 
as he was going out and proceeded to 
light a cigar. - 

“How can you do. that?” cried a 
shocked passer-by. 

“That's all right. It isn’t my house!” 
was the thoughtless reply. 

He was wrong. The Library was his 
house, as it was a building for the use 
of all the citizens, even though a few 
were unworthy of the great privilege. 

Andover’s public library has no 
marble walls. But we can help to keep 
it pleasant by not throwing candy 
papers about its vestibule, or tracking 
unnecessary dirt into the reading room, 
or tossing orange peel into the shrub- 
be 


ry. 

Another rule for helping is to respect 
that which you can injure but not 
replace. Obey the public laws as to 
picking flowers and keeping off the 
grass in parks. The flowers, shrubs, 
trees, and lawns must remain beautiful 
for all to enjoy. To mar their beauty 
is to show ingratitude for hospitality. 
You can plant trees and flowers on your 
own grounds and tend them carefully. 
You can have your backyard the neat- 
est on the street. You can protect the 
birds, so that all may enjoy their beauty 
and their song. You can be careful 
when you gather wild flowers. 

One day a woman entered a street 
car. She held in her hand a bouquet 
about a foot in diameter, of the wild 
orchid known as “‘lady’s slipper”. She 
met the many glances cast at herself 
and her flowers with smiles of é¢om- 


placency. She failed to realize that. the | 


more intelligent of the passengers were 
thinking to themselves how very selfish 
she was to take such a quantity. If 
everyone acted so thoughtlessly. this 
variety of orchid would soon be up- 
rooted. forever. 

We may not have much money to 


spend in helping make our town more |. 
attractive, but beauty! may be gained

There is hereby established a United 
States naval reserve, which shall consist 
of citizens of the United States who 
have been or may be entitled to be 
honorably discharged from the Navy 
after not less than one four-year term 
of-enlistment or after a term of enlist- 
ment during minority. The naval 
‘reserve shall be organized under the 
Bureau of Navigation and shall be 
governed by the Articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy and by the Naval 
Regulations and Instructions. When- 
ever actively employed with the Navy 
or whenever employed in authorized 
travel to and from prescribed active 
duty with the Navy, its members shall 
be employed as members of the naval 
reserve and shall while so employed be 
held and considered to be in all respects 
,in the same status as enlisted men of the 
Navy on active duty, except that they 
shall not be advanced in rating in time 
of peace. When not actively employed 
with the Navy, members of the naval 
reserve shall not be entitled to any pay, 
bounty, gratuity, or pension except the 
pay expressly provided for members of 
the naval reserve by the provisions of 
this Act, nor shall they be entitled to 
retirement by reason of such service in 
the naval reserve. 

Enlistments in the naval reserve shall 
be made in the rating in which last hon- 
orably discharged from the Navy for a 
period of four years unless sooner dis- 
charged by competent authority. No 
man shall be fitet enlisted in the naval 
‘reserve after eight years from the date 
of his last discharge from the Navy nor 
unless he be found: to be physically fit 
to perform the duties of the rating in 
which last discharged, nor shall any 
man whose last service in the Navy was 
terminated by any means other than by 
an honorable discharge be eligible for 
enlistment in the naval reserve. Re- 
enlistments in the naval reserve shall be 
made under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Enlistments in the naval reserve shall 
be made in two classes. Class one shall 
consist of those men who enlist in the 
naval reserve within four months from 
the date of their last honorable dis- 
charge from the Navy. Class two shall 
consist of those men who enlist in the 
naval reserve after four months and 
within eight years from the date of their 
last honorable discharge from the Navy. 

In addition to thé ‘enlistments in the 
naval reserve above provided, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy is authorized’ to 
transfer to the naval reserve at the 
expiration of an enlistment any en- 
listed man of the Navy who may, after 
two years from. the: date, of approval. of 
this act complete service in the Navy of 
sixteen, or twenty or more years and be 
entitled at the expitation of his enlist- 
ment to an honorable discharge. Such 
transfers shall only be made upon 
voluntary application and in tHe rating

“Boots.” When asked what else, his 
reply was “Shoes.” On being again 
questioned his reply was ‘“‘ More boots 
and shoes.” This legend about Welling- 
ton and the importance of footwear is 
verified by just reading that Italy has 
fully a million troops, young men from 
twenty-one to twenty-five years of ag 
to fight, and that they are perfectly 
equipped, having three pairs of shoes 
for every man! 

In concluding this musing I cannot 
refrain from telling what the “Iron 
Duke” ¢alled his gracious. majesty 
King George IV. The Duke did not 
care much for George, as, when the 
King took too much wine he poked the 
Duke in the ribs and called him Arthur.

MUST REMAIN 
EUROPE'S FRIEND 


America Is Becoming Mediating | Number Officially Announced to 


Power of the World 


PLEA FOR TRUTH IN. NEWS HAVE PLENTY OF AMMUNITION 


Presiden Makes Clear His Ideas ot As Much Expended Du During Battle of 


True Neutra‘ity—will Not Walk 
Around Trouble, Nor Is He Looking 
For It—We Do Not Want Anything 
Not Belonging to Us 


President Wilson gave a definite 
and clear statement at New York ot 
the neutrality which is guiding his ad- 
ministration during the war in HMu- 
rope. 

He chose the occasion of the annual 
luncheon of The Associated Press for 
what he said he regarded as a state- 
ment of.gravest importance to the 
American people. 

The influence of the newspapers in 
moulding public opinion, Mr. Wilson 
said, prompted him to make clear 
his ideas of true neutrality, and in 
doing so to inpress upon his hearers 


the importance of adhering strictly 


to truthfulness and honesty in the 
dissemination of the news. 

Mr. Wilson seemed to weigh in- 
The 


no attempt be made to paraphrase 
his speech or to give it publicly un- 


til the official White House stenog- 


rapher had transcribed it in full. 
As the only great nation not en- 


gaged in the war or suffering under 
the immediate influence of the war 


zone, Mr. Wilson declared that a 
great tlistinction awaited the United 
States when the hour of readjustment 
should come, provided this nation 
should prove to the world its self- 
control and self mastery. The past 
had been difficult, he pointed out, but 
the future would be more difficult. 
America, the president said, never 
would attemt to sit in judgment upon 
another naticn. 
to do that, he added. But America, 
free from hampering ambitions as a 
world power, free of a lust for ter- 
ritory, calm, cool and without inter- 
est, must be appeaicd to to assist in 


‘the reconstruction processes of peace, 


“There is something much greater 
to do than *«ht,” said the president. 
“Let us think of America before we 
think of Kurone, so that America May 
be fit to be Kurope’s friend when the 
test of friendship comes. 

“The times before us are likely to 
be difficult, for the world’s affairs 


‘gre rapidly drawing to a climax, and’ 


then will come the great test for us. 

“We are becoming more and more, 
by force of circumstances, the medi- 
ating nation of the world. We must 
be ready to help both sides when the 
etruggie is over. 

“The basis of neutrality is not self- 
interest, but fairness, sympathy and 
good will. We do not want anything 
that does not belong to us, and hence 
we are in a position to form a part of 
the asessing opinion of the world. 

“My interest in neutrality is not 
the petty desire to keep out of 
trouble. I have never looked for 
trouble, but I do not want to walk 
around trouble. If any man wants 4 
scrap that is an interesting scrap, and 
worth while, I am his man. 

“There is in some quarters a dis- 
position to create distempers in this 
body politic. Men are even uttering 
slanders a7ainst the United states 
as if to excite her, Men are saying 
that if we should go to war upon 
either side there will be a divided 
America—an abominable libel _ of 
ignorance, 

“America is not ail of it vocal just 
now. It is vocal in spots. But !, 
for one, have a complete and abiding 
faith in that great silent body of 
Americans who are not standing up 
and shouting and expressing their 
opinions just now, but are waiting to 
tind out and support the duty of 
America.”

BRITISH FORCE 
ON CONTINENT 


Be 750,000 Men 


Neuve Chapelle as Was Used Dur- 
Ing Entire Boer War—Austria 
Claims to Have Inflicted Severe 
Losses Upon Russians—French At- 
tacks Repulsed: by Gefmans In the 
West—Attack on Datanelles May 
Be Made by Way of Turkey 


Speaking in the British house of 
commons on the manner in which the 
government is dealing with the ques- 
tion of war equipment, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Liloyd-George an- 
nounced that while Great Britain had 
started in the war on the assumption 
that the special expeditionary force 
would consist of six divisions, the 
country now has more than six times 
that number of men in France, or, 
roughly speaking, about 500,000 men. 

These divisions, George said, were 
adequately sapplied and every man 
who had dropped had been replaced, 
It was cne cf the most magnificent 
pieces of orzanization ever performed 
and nothing like it, he said, had ever 
been done before by. any country. 

Stating that as much ammunition 
had been expended in the battle of 
Neuve Chanelle as during the whole 
Boer war, which lasted two years and 
nine months, George said the charac- 
ter of the ammunition had to be 
changed in the middle of the war and 
that in order to secure supplies sub- 
contracts were given to between 2500 
and 3000 firms. 

When it was found that they could 
not keep up the sunplies the govern- 
ment tcok steps to take over all work 
suitable for the manufacture of muni- 
tions. As a result there had been a 
great increase in the output. 

If they took the figure 20, the chan- 
cellor said, as the amount of artillery 
ammunition manufactured in Sep- 
temper, in October it was 90, in No- 
vember 90, in December 156, in Jan- 
wary 186, in February 256 and. in 
March 3383, 

George said that Great Britain was 
also supplying her allies with muni- 
tions and that in spite of this there 
still was a large reserve. 

Situation In the East 

The Austrian war office issued the

The 
Hussians suffered severe losses 10 
killed or wounded. We captured over 
3000 unwounded prisoners.

Headquarters of the Germany army 
gave out a report on the progress of 
hostilities which reada as follows: 

“In the western arena a battery of 
the enemy observed not far from the 
cathedral of Kheims was taken under 
our fire. : 

“In the Argonne the French em- 
the effect of which 
was to cause men to vomit. An at- 
tack of the enemy to the north of Four 
de Paris resulted in failure. 

“Between the Meuse and the Mo- 
selle an attack extending over a large 
front was repulsed at Flirey with 
heavy losses to the French. In the 
wood of Le Pretre we gained further 
ground. in the Vosges the enemy 
unsuccessfully attacked our positions 
to the northwest and southwest of 
Matneral and at Sondernach, Here 
the French suffered serious losses. 

“An aviator of the enemy dropped 
bombs on the town of Loerrach, in 
Baden, damaging a silk factory be- 
longing to a Swiss, as well as two 
other houses, and injuring several 
civilians.” 

Allied Army In Turkey 

Agaiti it is reported that an allied 
army has been landed to co-operate 
with the fleet for the taking of the 
Dardanelles. if the allies thought 
they were going to force this strait 
with warships alone they were grossly 
mistaken. indeed, so obvious was 
the fact that the feat could not be 
accomplished that it is hard to be- 
lieve that the earlier attacks were 
more than feints to draw the Turks 
from Kgypt and Transcaucasia for the 
defense of Constantinople. 

Yet it seems futile to have started 
into the business of attacking the 
strait without the wherewithal to 
occupy by troops what the ships cap- 
tured, ‘The delay has given Turkey 
and Germany time to strengthen 
every defense and prepare armies to 
defend Constantinople. 

The 20,000 British and French 
troops landed on the north shore of 
the. guif of Saros, Kuropean Turkey, 
presumably will be employed for an 
attack from the rear upon the Turkish 
fortitications along the European side 
of the straits, at tne same time that 
a bombardment from the sea is uR- 
dertaken by the ailied fleet.

Reply of United States to Protest of 
German Ambassador 

The United States government re- 
plied to the recent memorandum in 
which Count von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
Man ambassador, declared that “it 
the American people desire to observe 
true neutrality, they will find means 
to stop the exclusive importation of 
arms to one side, or at least to use 
this export trade as a means to up- 
hold the legitimate trade with Ger- 
many, especially the trade in food- 
stuffs.” a 

The American note, which is signed 
by Secretary Hryan, was drafted at 
the state department, but was finally 
penned by President Wilson himself. 
After pointing out that the language 
used by Hernstorff “is susceptible of 
being construed as impugning the 
good faith of the United States in 
the performans of its duties as a neu- 
tral,” the note takes it for granted 
that "no such implication was intend- 
ed,” and s.iggests that evidently the 
German ambassador “is laboring un- 
der certain false impressions.” 

It is then declared that, while 
the relations of the United States 
with any one of the belligerents “can- 
not wisely be made a subject of dis- 
cussion with a third government,” 
such correspondence between the 
United States and the allies as has 
been published shows “the steadfast 
refusal of the American government 
“to acknowledge the right of any 
belligerent to alter the accepted rules 
of war at sea, insofar as they affect 
the rights and fnterests of neutrals.” 

The attit:de of the United States 
on the question of exportation of arms 
is re-statec, namely, that to place 
any embar7zo on arms during the prog- 
ress of a war “would be direct viola- 
tion of the neutrality of the United 
States.” 


BRITISH MADE PROTEST

Case of Eitel Friedrich 

That the British government hac 
protested against some of the facili- 
ties afforded the German auxiliary 
cruiser Prinz Hitel Friedrich at New- 
port News was disclosed in the house 
of commons by Sir Edward Grey.

Clitton Horne of Dorchester club, 
Beston, was second; time, 2:33:1. 
Sydney H. Hatch of the Hlinois Ath- 
letc club, Chicago, was third; time. 
2:35:47. 

Although this was the first Mara- 
thon he had won, Fabre finished third 
fn 1911, 2:29:221-5, which is faster 
by two minutes than his time this 
year, Fabre finished second last 
year in 2:25:16, or more than four 
minutes better than his latest time. 
Fabre lost seven anda half pounds 
duritig the face. He weighed 147 
pounds when he started. 


$600,000 A YEAR INCREASE 


Ford Raises Pay and Reduces Work- 
Ing Hours In Canada 

Announcement of a sweeping ad- 
‘vance in wages and reduction ot 
working hours for all employes of the 
ford Motor company, limited, ot 
Canada was made. 

All employes who have been in the 
service of the company six months 
or longer are to receive a minimum 
wage of 50 cents an hour, or $4 a day 
of eight hours. 

The company employs about 2400 
persons at its factory at Ford, Ont., 
and its nine branches located in the 
principal cities of Canada, it is esti- 
mated this advance in wages will;dis- 
tribute among Ford employes in Can- 
ada, in addition to the wages they 
already receive, about $600,000 a 
year, The scale as adopted increases 
the wages of all employes from 16 to 
60 percent.

The lighting was a difficult problem, 
beautifully solved. As the story opens 
in the afternoon, and as-it unfolded it- 
self, the sun sets in a red glow, the 
twilight deepens into night and the 
star of destiny appears.

esting and enlightening as essays, but 
not easy for the actor who must give 
these undramatic speeches dramatic 
force. Mr. Hardy was particularly 
successful and proved again the high 
grade of his art, in creating an impres- 
sive and beautiful scene out of the long 
exposition of the British characteristics, 
beginning with the line, “There are 
three sorts of people in the world”, It 
was a real triumph of intellect and elo- 
cution to ‘keep this speech “in the 
the picture” with the really dramatic 
scenes of which he had so many, and of 
which he made such good use. His 
make-up was a perfect copy of the 
portrait by David of Napoleon at 
twenty-two, and he acted the part as 
well as he looked it.

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Shall Massachusetts Grant the 
Suffrage to Women 


The following essay by Margaret F. 


Hinchcliffe, was: awarded second prize 
by the Equal Suffrage League. 


Since America was the first country 
to try the experiment of representative 
government by men, it should not be 
the last to grant the suffrage to women; 
and certainly Massachusetts, one of the 
first Colonies, should not be among the 
last of the States to do this. Why 
should a woman not have a voice in the 
making of the laws under which she 
must live? We pride ourselyes upon 
having a government “of the people, by 
the people, and for the people”. Can 
we truthfully claim to have this in the 


1 ‘States that have not granted full 
D. L. Moody inaugurated the first of | 


suffrage to women? Is it not, rather, 
government by less than half the people? 
In Massachusetts, at the present time, 
women have school suffrage only. Are 
there any good reasons why an intelli- 
gent, cultured, thoughtful woman should 
be denied the rights that are given to 
men, simply because she is a woman? 
Why een, aromas taxpayer not have 
a voice in determining the way in which 
her taxes shall be spent? ‘ 

The Colonial records of Massachu- 
setts show that frém the years 1691 to 
1780, women who were property holders 
could and did vote. Are the women of 
our State less intelligent now than then? 
Are our women less capable of voting 
wisely than the women of Kansas, 
Colorado, California, Arizona, and all 
the other Western States that have 
given women full suffrage? Why 
should educated Massachusetts women 
be classed with children, aliens, idiots, 
lunatics, and criminals, the only other 
classes of individuals who are denied 
the vote? 

We have heard it said that the suf- 
frage movement is a mere fad, taken up 
by women who have nothing else to do, 
and who desire notoriety. In May, 
1850, at an Anti-Slavery Convention 
held in Boston, it was voted to hold a 
Woman’s Rights Convention in Wor- 
cester in October of that same year. At 
that Convention nine States were rep- 
resented by noted speakers; among 
them such men as Garrison, Phillips, 
Douglas, and Channing, and letters 
were read from Emerson, Alcott, Whit- 
tier, Mrs. Stanton and others, The 
account of this convention started the 
movement in Great Britain, and year by 
year it has gained in power, until many 
snoneant have taken up this so-called 
fad, 

We are told that women do not need 
to vote, because they are represented by 
the male members of the family. But 
supposing there are four or five grown- 
up girls in the family, and only one man; 
his vote counts for himself only. Be- 
sides, fathers and daughters, brothers 
and sisters, are not very apt to hold the 
same opinions on all subjects. Why 
should a man’s wife and daughter not 
have the right to vote according to their 
convictions? Why call our country a 
democracy while: the women are not 
allowed to vote? 


Some people object to Woman Suf- 
frage on the ground that it is unwoman- 
ly, and claim that those who work for 
it cannot be cultured, refined, or home- 
loving. That objection is hardly worth 
discussing, for more and more, thought- 
ful, fair-minded people are becoming 
convinced that the women who advo- 
cate and work for suffrage, do not desire 
to give up their homes in order to hold 
office, but they do want to see a better- 
ment in certain conditions in the cities 
and towns where they live. What does 
Equal Suffrage stand for in the States 
where it has been adopted? It means 
better laws for women and children, by 
the regulation of working-hours for 
women, and by the opposition to child 
labor. It means better tenements for 
the poor, better milk for the babies, and 
purer food. It means a stronger fight 
against the conditions that cause in- 
temperance and all other evils. 


Why need our State fear to grant 
the suffrage to women? No doubt 
women would care less for any particu- 
lar political party than men, but what 
of that? It is the best men we want in 
office, regardless of the party to which 
they belong. People claim that women 
know nothing about politics, and the 
making of laws. I wonder if all the men 
who vote know always what they are vot- 
ing for. Give women the right to vote, 
and they will study, and discuss these 
matters with their husbands and friends, 
and soon come to know more about 
them, and be able to vote as intelligently 
asmen. Think of the women who grad- 
uate every year from our schools and 
colleges, going out into the world 
equally well fitted for service. You 
find women in almost any trade or 
profession, proving they are equal to 
men in brain power and intelligence. 

A number of years ago, it would not 
have been considered proper or woman- 
ly for a woman to practice law, or to be 
a college president, an architect or a 
preacher; but women have proved that 
along all lines, they are men’s equals, 
and can fill any of these positions with 
credit, without becoming mannish in 
the least. ‘ 

Is it reasonable to object to woman 
suffrage, then, on the ground that 
women will not study up political 
affaits or vote intelligently? Are our 
Massachusetts women apt to be less 
interested in the affairs of their own 
State, than the men who flock in from 
oreign countries, and who are given the 
right to vote as soon as they have been 
here long enough to become naturalized? 

the women who train ovr minds in 
School ‘or college less capable of voting 
than the uneducated men who can 
merely write their own names, and read 
a simple sentence in the English 
language? 


FOR AND AGAI 
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We hear it said that women’s place is 
in the home. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose, then, that she is interested in 
making conditions better for her home 
and family. She should have something 
to say regarding the condition of the 
place where -she lives. A man can get 
out of the house and meet other men, 
but a woman with small children must 
stay in the home, no matter how yn- 
sanitary conditions may be. Women’s 
votes would help. in -bettering’ these 
conditions, for women would not think 
it of so much importance to keep the 
tax rate down, as to see that their 
children have a decent school building, 
large enough to accommodate all the 
pupils, without having to turn the 
assembly hall into a class-room. 

Women in the homes know more about 
the importance of good sewerage, pure 
food, and pure air, than men do; so why 
not let them, with their knowledge 
along these practical lines, share in the 
law-making with the shrewd business 
men. There is a saying that “An ounce 
of experiment is worth a ton of theory,” 
Other States have made the experiment, 
and it has proved successful in every 
case, according to the statements of 
prominent men in these States. Masga- 
chusetts women. are in no way inferior 
to the women of other States. There- 
fore, Massachusetts should grant the 
Suffrage to Women.

What Electricity Saved for Butte, 
Anaconda and Pacific 


There can be but little doubt but 
that the electrification of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul was favorably 
influenced by the wonderful saving on 
the Butte, Anaconda & Pacific elec- 
trified division when electricity took the 
place of steam about a year ago. 

The total cost of the Butte, Ana- 
conda & Pacific electrification, including 
a change of signal system on Smelter 
Hill, interest during construction and all 
incidentals was, in round numbers, 
$1,201,000. To say nothing of the in- 
creased capacity of the lines, the im- 
provement in the service, etc., the rail- 
road in question has been able''to 
operate 25.6 per cent less trains and get 
a 35 per cent greater tonnage per train, 
together with 27.5 per cent saving in 
time required per trip. Originally the 
estimate on which the decision to pro- 
ceed with this electrification was made 
placed the expected annual net saving 
at 17.5 per cent of the cost, so that the 
financial results here have been quite as 
satisfactory as the general performance 
of the equipment. : 

Between Harlowton and Avery, /the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St: Paul 
three mountain ranges, all within ter- 
ritory known as the Great Continental 
Divide.

Root Mountain commences, reaeking 
an elevation of 4125 ft. at Roland, 
Idaho, before the downward grade is 
reached leading to Avery at an eleva- 
tion of 2494 ft. 

The maximum grade westbound is 
two per cent for 20.8 miles on the eastern 
approach of the Rocky Mountains, and 
the maximum grade eastbound is 1.7 
per cent for 24 miles approaching the 
St. Paul pass tunnel through the Bitter 
Root Mountains. Between the ranges 
there are many miles of 0.3 to 0.6 per 
cent grades. The hardest problem, 
however, is considered to be presented 
by the continuous grade of nearly one 
per cent for 49 miles ascending the 
western slope of the Belt Mountains. 
The electric locomotives will be con- 
structed to pull freight trains of 2500 
tons up this grade at 16 miles per hour, 
the heavier grades being negotiated 
with a pusher locomotive as at present. 
The necessity for operating the motors 
at maximum continuous capacity for 
this long distance is a condition that has 
not been encountered heretofore in work 
of this nature and is significant of a 
most important advance in electrifica- 
tion engineering. 

The additional 200 miles of sidings to 
be electrified consist of tracks located 
mainly in freight yards. Besides the 
yards at Harlowton and Avery, terminals 
are now operated at Three Forks, Deer 
Lodge and Alberton. As Butte and 
Missoula are the only cities of import- 
ance along this line, comparatively 
little local traffic originates here, the 
traffic being almost entirely through 
business. An important advantage of 
the electrified system will be the prac- 
tical elimination of the intermediate 
yards for it is planned to run the electric 
locomotives continuously over two of 
the present engine districts, or about 
220 miles, changing crews midway.
